STANTON - Floyd County Sher- 
iff John K. Blackburn is scheduled to 
appear in Powell County District Court 
April 9 for arraignment after being 
arrested in Powell County Sunday 
night on a charge of driving under the 



influence. 

Blackburn, 62, of 605 Meade Drive 
in Prestonsburg, is charged with first- 
offense operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol/drugs/ 
etc. and was in a Chevrolet Tahoe reg- 
istered to the sheriff’s office at the time 
of his arrest. 

The Floyd County Clerk’s Office 
confirmed Monday that the plate listed 



for the vehicle is registered to the sher- 
iff’s office and is part of the sheriff’s 
fleet. 

Blackburn is currently serving as 
the 2013 president of the Kentucky 
Sheriff’s Association.

Murder 
charge 
filed in 
shooting

MCDOWELL — One man is 
dead and two other people were 
injured Tuesday night, March 12, 
after an apparent family visit took a 
tragic turn. 

Famer Halbert, 54, was report- 
edly in his bed at the time he was 
shot, according to Kentucky State 
Police in Pikeville. 

The KSP responded to a call of a 
shooting in the McDowell commu- 
nity of Floyd County. Upon their 
arrival, officers found two victims 
— Famer Halbert and his wife, 
Lorene Halbert — inside the resi- 
dence with gunshot wounds. Both 
Halberts were transported to 
McDowell Appalachian Regional 
Hospital, where Famer Halbert was 
later pronounced dead by Floyd 
County Coroner Greg Nelson. 

Lorene Halbert, 50, was treated 
and released for a single gunshot 
wound, the release said. 

Ronald Wright was located at 
Saint Joseph Hospital with gunshot 
wounds and was later transported to 
St. Mary’s Medical Center in Hun- 
tington, W.Va. 

A KSP press release said war- 
rants have been obtained for Wright 
for one count of murder and one 
count of attempted murder. 

Loretta Wright was transported 
and lodged in the Floyd County 
Detention Center after she was

PAINTSVILLE - Three men 
were arrested Thursday in Johnson 
County on charges involving a 
mobile methamphetamine lab and 
are scheduled for a preliminary 
hearing in Johnson District Court at 
11 a. m today (Wednesday). 

Lucas Moore, 26, of Lowmans- 
ville, Donnis Skaggs, 32, of Paints- 
ville, and Jason Owens, 31, of 
Swamp Branch are charged with 
first-degree manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine and unlawful posses- 
sion of meth precursors. 

Moore was additionally served 
with an indictment warrant for 



first-degree manufacturing meth- 
amphetamine, persistent felony 
offender and possession of drug 
paraphernalia and Owens was addi- 
tionally served with warrants for 
second-degree burglary and third 
offense operating a motor vehicle 
while under the influence. 

According to a press release 
issued by the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office, deputy Byron 
Fairchild and Kentucky State 
Police trooper Dustin Thompson 
were en route to a residence at 205 
Castle Fork in Lowmansville to 
attempt to serve the indictment 
warrant on Moore. When they 
arrived at the residence, they saw 
Moore along with Skaggs and 
Owens sitting inside a 1996 white 



Chevrolet Lumina, and they 
“appeared to be smoking metham- 
phetamine,” the release said. 

Upon further inspection of the 
vehicle, the officers discovered an 
active “mobile” meth lab as well as 
the finished product, the release 
said. 

Moore, Skaggs and Owens 
were taken into custody and trans- 
ported to the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Johnson Coun- 
ty- 

The sheriff’s office said in its 
press release that anyone with 
knowledge of any illegal activity is 
advised to call the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office at 789-3411. Call- 



FRANKFORT — The new year 
brought higher unemployment rates 
in the FIVCO and Big Sandy area 
development districts, according to 
the latest state statistics. 

The FIVCO district’s jobless rate 
rose from 9 percent in December 
2012 to 10 percent in January, while 
the Big Sandy ADD’s rate increased 
from 11.3 percent to 12 percent dur- 
ing the same period. 

Carter County recorded the FIV- 
CO ADD’s highest rate in January at 
12.7 percent, while Boyd County had 



the lowest at 8.4 percent. 

Other FIVCO rates were 8.8 per- 
cent in Greenup County, 1 1 .5 percent 
in Lawrence County and 12.5 percent 
in Elliott County. 

The Big Sandy district’s highest 
rate in January was 18.8 percent in 
Magoffin County, which also was the 
state’s highest rate. The ADD’s lowest 
rate was 10.7 percent in Johnson 
County. 

Other rates in the Big Sandy ADD 
were 11.2 percent in Pike County, 
11.3 percent in Martin County and 
12.6 percent in Floyd County.

arrested and charged with 
complicity to murder. 

Loretta Wright is report- 
edly Lorene Halbert’s sister, 
and the Halberts’ grandchil- 
dren were reportedly in the 
home at the time of the shoot- 
ings. 

According to the criminal 
complaint, Ronald Wright 
shot Lorene Halbert and a 
struggle began over the fire- 
arm, during which Ronald 
Wright was also shot. 



Loretta Wright gained 
control of the weapon and 
pointed it at Lorene Halbert, 
who advised officers that she 
“begged Loretta (her sister) 
not to shoot her.” 

Loretta Wright pleaded not 
guilty during her arraignment 
Wednesday morning, March 
13, in Floyd County District 
Court. Her bond was set at 
$500,000 cash. 

The case is under investi- 
gation by KSP Det. Jason 
Dials.

ly Rice with the Stanton City 
Police Department received a 
call from Powell County dis- 
patch of a Tahoe driving reck- 
lessly on the Mountain Park- 
way. 

Rice said in the report that 
he was advised the caller stat- 
ed he was behind the vehicle 
and was continuing to follow 
him. 

“I observed the vehicle 
around the 25 mile marker, 
(EB Mountain Parkway), and 
observed the vehicle crossing 
the right fog line, nearly strik- 
ing the guardrail, returning to 
the east bound lane and then 
over the center line several 
times,” Rice said in the report. 
“After stopping the vehicle I 
spoke with the operator. He 
seemed to speak slowly, had 



blood shot eyes and smelled 
the odor of an alcoholic bever- 
age.” 

The arrest report said that 
Blackburn “insisted he had 
only drank water and was 
weaving because of talking on 
his cell phone.” 

Rice said in the report that 
he asked Blackburn to exit the 
vehicle and that Blackburn 
stated he had medical reasons 
as to why he was unable to 
perform a balancing test, but 
“HGN-6 clues and PBT” were 
given. 

Blackburn reportedly reg- 
istered .202 on a Breathalyzer 
test. 

“The operator finally stat- 
ed that he was coming from a 
casino and had consumed 
alcoholic beverages earlier in 
the day,” the arrest report said. 

After being taken into cus- 



tody, Blackburn was trans- 
ported to the Powell County 
Detention Center, where he 
was released on a $2,500 sure- 
ty bond. 

A jail employee said “a 
man was waiting to get him 
out (of jail) before I got to 
work.” 

The Big Sandy News con- 
tacted the Floyd County Sher- 
iff’s Office in an attempt to 
reach Blackburn for comment, 
but he wasn’t in his office and 
didn’t return phone calls. 

As president of the sher- 
iff’s association, Blackburn is 
featured on the cover of the 
group’s 2012 magazine and is 
quoted as saying, “I will exe- 
cute the duties of this office 
with great honor and pride by 
utilizing all of my assets and 
resources to ensure that no 
sheriff stands alone.”

To The Editor: 

Some concern has been 
raised over my use of actual 
area names in my recently 
published novel, “Everything 
Important Happens on a Hill- 
side.” Please allow me to 
explain. 

Although the names of the 
characters in the book are 
those of actual people from 
the towns of Pikeville, Pres- 
tonsburg, and Paintsville, the 
three towns I’ve lived in for 
most of my life, they are nei- 
ther disguised satirical por- 
traits of the actual people nor 
modeled after them. Charac- 
ters in a book are sometimes 
hard to name because most 
names already have associa- 
tive qualities that define the 
character at the onset, for 
instance a fictional name like 
Jack Bingham has to belong to 
an architect or an insurance 
agent, in no way can he be a 
country music star or politi- 
cian. And names like Jill Ran- 
dolph sounds phony, but lots 
of writers can’t do any better. 
In other words, the right name, 
especially in a novel, is a hard 
choice. 

During the first draft of my 
novel, I used a woman’s first 
name that I had heard for 
many years, one that stuck in 
my mind. Although I had nev- 
er seen the woman, I once 
spoke to her on the phone. 
And when I envisioned this 
certain character in the book, 
no other name but hers would 
fit, the character just had to 
have the name, Lillian Pearl. 
But after using this particular 
name it was easy to go on 
from there; each time a new 
character emerged I simply 
named him or her after some- 
one I knew, a relative, a friend, 
a close acquaintance, just peo-

pie whom I have known 
throughout my life, and for the 
most part, people whom I’m 
quite fond of. But the rule was 
that I had to be connected to 
them in some direct way. 

Of course, in a work of fic- 
tion there has to be heroes and 
villains, but I tried to be non- 
judgmental about who would 
be who in the book; it was just 
that the name had to fit, and in 
no way directly reflect the 
character of the real person, 
not his or her situation in life. 
I was simply using that name 
for an imaginary character 
totally unrelated to the actual 
person. I did Google some of 
the names and found that some 
of them have as many as fifty 
matches throughout the world, 
and my own name, John Pres- 
ton, is a dime a dozen, espe- 
cially in Eastern Kentucky. In 
the end, I chose to do this for 
the simple ease and fun of it, 
in good faith with no mal 
intent, hoping that the people 
named would be pleased to be 
in a book, and of course, that it 
would help sell the books, at 
least area wide, thinking: 
when was the last time some 
of these people have sat down 
and read (according to nearly 
as early responses) a good 
entertaining and informative 
novel. 

Though all in all, if anyone 
is offended shouldn’t it per- 
haps be the ones I left out of 
the book? But in hopes that 
my book may reach a wider 
readership, beyond the Big 
Sandy Valley (which it is 
beginning to do), all this will 
make no difference at all. See 
John H. Preston, author Face- 
book page, for further details.

These five 
good tech habits will save 
you money and make you 
much more productive. 

Fix common computer 
problems yourself 

Most computer prob- 
lems aren’t catastrophic 
and you can fix them your- 
self. Upgrading to fancier 
software or shopping 
around for a new computer 
will cost you time and 
money. Instead, see what 
you can do with the old 
mare. 

Buying and installing 
extra RAM often fixes the 
dreaded Blue Screen of 
Death and other perfor- 
mance problems. Find out 
what kind of memory your 
computer takes with this 
free scanner. Installing new 
RAM is a breeze, really. 

Cleaning out the clutter 
on your hard drive is 
another easy solution. 
Here, three free programs 
will do the trick. Grab PC 
Decrapifier to remove trial 
programs and bloatware in 
a snap, then open up Dupli- 
cate Cleaner and CCleaner 
to clear out duplicate files 
and fix errors in your Win- 
dows registry. 

Don’t fall for tech rip- 
offs 

When you do have to 
buy a new computer or 
other piece of tech gear, 
watch out for the booby 
traps that lurk in the retail 
tech jungle.

Extended warranties, 
for example, can add hun- 
dreds of dollars to the price 
of your purchase.

Screening reduces 
risk of cancer

Colorectal cancer most often 
affects those who are 50 or 
older, but did you know 
there’s an effective way to 
reduce your risk? Have regu- 
lar colorectal cancer screening 
tests beginning at age 50. 

Of cancers that affect both 
men and women, colorectal 
cancer is the second leading 
cancer killer in the U.S. — but 
it doesn’t have to be.

* Age. According to the 
American Cancer Society, 
more than nine out of 10 peo- 
ple diagnosed with colorectal 
cancer are at least 50 years 
old. 

* A personal history of 
colorectal polyps or cancer, or 
inflammatory bowel disease 
(ulcerative colitis or Crohn’s 
disease). 

* A family history of 
colorectal cancer. 

* Inherited syndromes, 
such as familial adenomatous 
polyposis (FAP) and heredi- 
tary non-polyposis colorectal 
cancer (HNPCC). 

Precancerous polyps, 
which are abnormal growths, 
can be present in the colon for 
years before cancer develops. 
Someone could have polyps 
or even be in the early stages 
of colorectal cancer and expe- 
rience no symptoms — that’s 
why it’s so important to have 
regular screenings. 

“Colorectal screening 
makes it possible for us to find 
and remove polyps before 
they become cancerous,” said 
Dr. Milot Faria, general sur- 
geon. “It also allows us to find 
cancer at the earliest stages, 



when it’s most treatable.” 

The most effective way to 
reduce your risk of colorectal 
cancer is by having regular 
colorectal cancer screening 
tests beginning at age 50. 
Some studies have also shown 
that you may lower your risk 
of developing colorectal can- 
cer by: 

* Exercising regularly and 
maintaining a healthy weight. 

* Eating a diet low in ani- 
mal fats and high in vegeta- 
bles, fruits and whole-grain 
products. 

* Limiting alcohol con- 
sumption and avoiding smok- 
ing.

replace some of the letters 
with symbols and numbers.

“S” can be a dollar sign. Mix 
ap some of your letters so 
they’re upper and lower case. 

Be security conscious 

There are thousands of 
strains of viruses, worms and 
other malware circulating on 
the Internet. Running up-to- 
date security software on your 
computer is a top priority. 

An unprotected Windows 
computer can pick up a file- 
erasing , information- stealing 
bug in under a minute. 

Macs aren’t immune to 
viruses, either, as last year’s 
outbreak of the Flashback 
Trojan proved. That monster 
wreaked havoc on more than 
600,000 Macs. 

Every computer you own 
should have an antivirus pro- 



gram, a firewall and an anti- 
spyware program. If you’re 
missing one or more of 
these, head over to my Secu- 
rity Center to download excel- 
lent free security programs. 

Another huge threat right 
now is security holes in Java, 
a programming language Web 
browsers use to run interac- 
tive content. When a vulnera- 
ble version of Java is active in 
a Web browser, visiting a 
compromised website is all it 
takes for crooks to sneak mal- 
ware on to your computer. 

In most cases, you won’t 
even know your computer is 
compromised until it’s too 
late. To stay safe, stop using 
Java - or stay on top of the 
upgrades and use Java a lot 
more guardedly. 

Back up your computer 

Data loss isn’t question of 
if; it’s a question of when. 



Your treasured photos, songs, 
financial information, art 
projects and business presen- 
tations are on there. Can you 
afford to lose all that? Paying 
a technician to recover infor- 
mation from a failed hard 
drive will cost you a bundle. 

Having an up-to-date 
backup is so much simpler 
and easier. Backing up to an 
external drive is better than 
nothing. But external hard 
drives fail, too, and can be 
stolen. 

Use a system that backs up 
to the cloud so it’s safe from 
fire, theft and flood. You also 
want your back up made auto- 
matically. For both, I recom- 
mend an advertiser on my 
national radio show, Carbo- 
nite. After my external drive 
died 8 years ago, I signed up 
for Carbonite and this was 
before they were an advertis- 
er. I’ve been a customer since. 

Bonus habit: Save early, 
save often 

A program crash can hap- 



pen at any time, and all the 
work you’ve put into a file 
could be lost. That’s why it’s 
important to save your work 
frequently. 

When you’re in the groove, 
it’s hard to break away to 
click the programs Save icon. 
Instead, get in the habit of 
frequently hitting the key- 
board shortcut CTRL + S 
(CMD + S on Macs). That 
command will save your file 
in any program, and it only 
takes a fraction of a second.
